FINE CARE 

MEANS LONGER WEAR 

Knowing how to select today’s 
laundry aids means easier wash 
days, cleaner washes and extended 
length of wear of your garments. 

Soft or softened water plus soap 
or synthetic detergents ure essen¬ 
tial in order to get clothes soft 
and clean. The minerals, calcium 
and magnesium present in the 
water supply give it its hardness. 
Water may be softened mechani¬ 
cally or chemically. Where water 
hardness is not a severe problem, 
the chemical method of softening 
is most likely to be used. 

Packaged water softeners are of 
two kinds; A precipitating softener 
combines with the hard water 
minerals to form solid floating 
particles. It also leaves the water 
cloudy. This type of, softener has 
a tendency to leave a deposit on 
the clothes, making them gray. 
E x a m pies of a precipitating 
softener are Washing Soda, Borax. 
Sal Soda, Lightning and Rain 
Drops. 

The second kind of softener is a 
non precipitating one. Calgon, as 
an example, ties up the hard water 
minerals leaving the water clear. 
No deposit is left on the clothes. 
This type of softener is sometimes 
referred to as a water conditioner. 

Water softeners should be added 
to the wash and first rinse. When 


adding it to the wash cycle, do so 
before you add the soap or deter¬ 
gent. How much should be used? 
Add enough softener to give the 
water a soft, slippery feel. A good 
average is one teaspoon per gallon 
of water. By using a softener, the 
effectiveness of your soap or deter¬ 
gent is increased. Because of this, 
reduce the amount of detergent by 
the amount of softener added. 

Two other minerals, sometimes 
present in water, may cause 
laundry problems. These minerals 
are iron and manganese. Iron may 
be removed mechanically. This is 
accomplished by an iron removal 
filter. Otherwise, a non precipitat¬ 
ing softener such as Calgon can 
be used to help tie up tile iron. 

In water, analyzed as containing 
iron and manganese, avoid using 
a chlorine bleach. It tends to tint 
the entire wash yellow. In water 
containing these minerals, use a 
perborate or oxygen bleach. 

Water softeners are but one of 
the many laundry aids available to 
us. Knowing whether you need 
them and if so, how to use them 
will make your laundering easier 
and more satisfying.

nique — Christian worship — is 
almost 2000 years old. Another 
technique — the Sunday School is 
not quite 200 years old. A few 
years ago 85% of new church 
members were the fruitage of mass 
evangelism or revivals. Today 85% 
of new church members come from 
the church school — an excellent 
return from our grandfathers’ 
foresight in establishing the Sun- 
day School, _ 

Meanwhile, countless secular fra¬ 
ternal orders are supplying a sense 
of fellowship which the church 
has failed to supply. And one rea¬ 
son for the spread of labor unions 
is the sense of solidarity they give 
their members. This statement, 
published by a union might well 
be adopted by any Church: “Now 
you belong to a great crusading 
army, but this army is also a 
family in which fellowship makes 
life better.” 

I believe our church to meet the 
challenge of our times must be: 
(1) a worshipping church. (2) an 
informed church. If we are to have 
disciples they must be taught. (3) 
It must form a close fellowship of 
its members.

Editor, The Advocate 
Dear Sir, 

In reply t.> the letter to the 
editor of the Vulcan Advocate 
November 17, 1965, I would re¬ 
spectively like to express my views 
of what has happened since the 
Vulcan District Recreation Centre 
Society was first formed. 

First I would like to make it 
quite clear that I have always 
been in favor of a new civic centre 
and was very disappointed when 
recent efforts towards this goal 
failed; However I cannot agree 
that either present or recent town 
councils, held the gun or pulled the 
trigger to make this a ’dead issue'. 
In fact, I sincerely hope that most 
people of the Vulcan district dq 
not regard this as a ‘dead issue'. 

The people who have worked so 
hard on this project, as well as 
those who have donated money to¬ 
wards it, have earned a great deal 
of thanks and gratitude from the 
community. It would be a terrible 
shame to see their efforts wasted. 

Please realise that any remarks 
or criticisms 1 in this letter are 
made purely with the thought of 
being constructive and not with 
the idea of degrading any group 
or single person. ‘Hindsight’ is al¬ 
ways better than any other kind 
of sight. If we could look into the 
future, financing a civic centre 
(Would be no problem. 

The recent Town Councils might 
possibly be criticized for not publi¬ 
cizing their opinions or financial 
position in rogaitl to the civic 
centre, however I doubt if publi¬ 
cizing our finances would have 
been any assistance to the commit¬ 
tee. The new 8300,000.00 water 
system ended up costing over 
8320,000.00. Th‘‘ $300,000.00 portion 
was the maximum amount of the 
town’s borrowing power (which is 
restricted by provincial regula¬ 
tions) and the excess cost drained 
the town's reserves. Since then 
money was borrowed so that 16.5 
acres of land could be annexed to 
the west side of town and again 
the maximum borrowing power 
was exercised. In both cases money 
bylaws were necessary, since a 
town cannot spend in excess of 
five mills of its total assessment 
without one. (One mill now equals 
about $2,200.00 in Vulcan.) In 
other words, when the Recreation 
Committee first approached the 
town, the town was ‘broke’ and 
had exhausted all its borrowing 
power, therefore l fail to see how 
the council could have conscien¬ 
tiously endorsed or promised any 
financial assistance to uie commit¬ 
tee. The council did make land 
available for the project and has 
promised all the' assistance possible 
in regard to 'Winter Works’. 

After the County of Vulcan al¬ 
located a portion of its Centennial 
Grant to the town, the Town 
Council made the total grant avail¬ 
able to the Vulcan Recreation 
Centre provided it could qualify 
financially! 

Since the Vulcan Recreation 
Committee had not been success¬ 
ful in raising the necessary funds 
to construct the centre the Town 
Council was asked to provide this 
amount. Last October a money 
bylaw for the amount asked for to 
complete 'phase one’ of the project 
was rejected by the rate payers: 
140 ‘for’ and 109 ’against’, a two 
thirds majority was required by 
provincial law. The Recreation 
Committee willingly accepted re¬ 
sponsibility for publicizing this by¬ 
law, yet I doubt if all ratepayers 
realized what ‘phase one' was, or 
just why the committee had chosen 
to build the ‘community hall’ phase 
first. 

The town was asked to help se¬ 
cure a loan from a bank by adding 
one dollar per month to town 
water bills. This plan has merit. 
but also many pitfalls. It could not 
be legally enforced and therefore 
could end in disaster. Time and 
ideas were running out and the 
Town Council had no alternative 
but to consider other proposals for 
the Centennial Grant. 

Since I have only been a coun¬ 
cillor for one year, it was neces¬ 
sary for me 1o go back through 
the town minutes. The town sec¬ 
retaries have compiled excerpts re¬ 
garding the civic centre and the 
Town Council, these excerpts as 
well as all town minutes are avail¬ 
able to all rate payers. 

Now some ‘Hindsight’: If the 
Recreation Committee had follow¬ 
ed the advise of a government re¬ 
creation director they invited down 
to a public meeting, I feel that the 
end result might have been differ¬ 
ent. He suggested that the com¬ 
mittee make a thorough survey 
which would have provided the fol¬ 
lowing information and results: 

1. The hobbies, clubs, lodges, 
social and recreation facilities that 
each individual would like to see 
incorporated into a civic centre. 

2. How much- time each person 
could spend on these activities. 

3. The financial support they 
could give to those activities. 

4. Activities of clubs and lodges 
in such a centre. 

5. Financial support they could 
give. 

6. If a recreation area (and 
with what boundaries) should be 
set up. 

7. If a recreation director was 
needed. 

8. Permanent records for use of 


director. 

9. What size and design would 
be most practical for the building. 

10. If a recreation or civic 
centre was actually desired by the 
majority in the area. 

It is unfortunate that the Re¬ 
creation Committee was faced with 
the tough decision of purchasing 
the Meadowlark building when 
they were. I believe that it was a 
very good buy and could be re¬ 
constructed to provide quite ade¬ 
quate facilities, but its purchase 
forced the committee to speed up 
financial campaigns which seemed 
to result in some unfairness and 
misunderstandings. 

The Town Council is considering 
adopting a 20 year planning pro¬ 
gram which has recently been ap¬ 
proved by the Provincial Town 
Planning' Board. This is a complex, 
program, but I believe it will pro¬ 
vide invaluable information and 
suggestions for the town and dis¬ 
trict. It will project, after con¬ 
siderable research, such things as 
industry (including farming), pop¬ 
ulation changes (rural and urban> 
and forecast future requirements 
for schools, hospitals, churches 
and recreation. We hope to be 
able to budget the town's progress 
and finances much more efficiently 
after this plan is completed. 

One last thought: Mr. and Mrs. 
Citizen are always the ones who 
pay no matter whether the money 
comes from donations, grants or 
taxes. Vulcanites are paying $2,000 
per yeair for iho support of our 
present skating rink — is this ade¬ 
quate? efficient? extrava¬ 
gant? — or sufficient? Maybe the 
Town Couneil would have better 
guidance if more than half a doyen 
citizens showed up at annual town 
meetings.

L. Brinkhurst, Brand Recorder 
with the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that livestock 
owners who want to maintain their 
brand must return their renewal 
application forms prompty. Anyone 
who fails to do this runs the risk 
of having bis brand cancelled. 

Each year at this time, or some¬ 
what earlier, renewal notices are 
forwarded to roughly one quarter 
of the brand owners in this pro¬ 
vince. Many recipients return these 
promtly with renewal fees. An in¬ 
creasing number are being return¬ 
ed with such notations as “post of¬ 
fice closed" “address unknown”, 
etc. It is a well known fact that 
some post offices are being closed.

So far this year, 
over 1,300 new cattle brands have 
been registered and about 290 
transferred. During the s a’m e 
period approximately 100 new 
horse brands were issued and about 
20 transferred. 

Since last December 9,000 cattle 
brand and 1,000 horse brand re¬ 
newals have been sent out to live¬ 
stock owners. All brands have to 
be renewed every four years and 
most of the notices are sent out 
between September and December. 
If you have had a change of ad¬ 
dress within the past four years 
and have not notified the Brand

The first Easter Seal was sold 
in Alberta 20 years ago. On Satur¬ 
day, November 13, on the occasion 
of Alberta’s Easter Seal Workshop 
being held at Edmonton’s Mac¬ 
donald Hotel in preparation for the 
1966 Easter Seal campaign, the of¬ 
ficial Easter Seal flag was raised 
for the first time in Canada by 
Alberta’s “Timmy”, Roy Umbach 
of Carstairs, Alberta. 

Roy, born with only partial 


hards, used a new hand prosthesis 
to raise the flag. 

Alberta was chosen as the site 
for the first official flag raising 
in commemoration of the introduc¬ 
tion of Easter Seals to Canada. 
Twenty years ago, in 1945,' the 
Children’s Aid Hospital Society of 
Calgary first used the seals as a 
fund raising medium to support 
the work for crippled children. 

The flag, which employs the 


traditional Easter Seal Lily, 
slightly modernized, has a solid 
blue symbol in the centre of a 
pure white field. Designed by a 
prominent corporate designer 
James Stewart of Toronto and 
Toronto production consultant Ron 
Cross, this flag will fly over Easter 
Seal Agencies across Canada to 
perpetuate the Easter Seal move¬ 
ment.
